Why They Fail 

Some sobering statistics were recently published 
by Dun & Bradstreet, Inc., New York, in a brochure 
titled, “First Five Years Are the Hardest!” The report 
inalyzes the reasons tor busine SS failure moa variety 
of fields, including a subheading for cleaning, dveing 
re paring. One spre acl in the report lists commer 
cial and industrial failures by 44 divisions of industry 
for the years 1940. 1945-54. Failures were defined as 
firms that closed with loss to creditors 

In 1940, 133 cleaners went under, with liabilities of 
$1.219.000. In that vear cleaners had the second worst 
record aa) the commercial service category exceeded 
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only by the passenger and freight transportation busi- 
ness, with 157 failures. During 1945-47 it was almost 
impossible to go bust in the cleaning business. Four 
cleaners failed in 1945, but by 1949 the number had 
climbed back to 113. In 1950 the trend turned down- 
ward, but it looks as though it is taking another up- 
swing. The first six months of 1954 showed 61 failures. 

In checking into the underlying causes for these 
failures, Dun & Bradstreet concludes that business fail- 
ures are human failures. In every field—manutacturers 
wholesalers, retailers, construction and commercial 
poor management at the top level was mainly 
responsible In the commer ial service category, few 
firms flopped because of neglect, fraud, disaster, lack 
of experience in the line, or even lack of managerial 
experience. The big item was plain incompetence, with 
‘unbalanced experience” running second. According 
to D & B, this incompetence and unbalanced experi- 
ence were chiefly evidenced by inadequate sales (55.5 
percent) and by excessive fixed assets (20.2 percent ) 
Competitive weakness was third with 12.1 percent, 

As the title of the booklet states. the first five vears 
are the hardest. Of all the firms that dropped out in 
1953, 58.5 percent had been in business five vears 
or less

Census Figures 


Although the complete census ot business planned 
for 1953 was postponed, the Bureau of the Census 
has released a report on the status of the cleaning 
and laundry industries based on spot checks made 
throughout the country. The report was issued in 
August, and the Laundry and Cleaners Allied Trades 
\ssociation has reprinted and distributed it 

There is some question, at least in our mind, about 
the accuracy of the Government's figures. The report, 
for instance, states that drycleaning and dyeing vol- 
ume in 1953 totaled $1.1 billion, a gain of 27 percent 
over the 1948 figure of $SO8 million. If the government 
is right on the 53 volume figure, the experts in our 
industry have been estimating quite a bit too high with 
their figure of $1.5 billion. The difference is $400 mil 
lion, a substantial chunk of business. 

The Bureau’s laundry volume estimate checks a 
lot closer with that of the industry. The power laun- 
dries have climbed from $836 million in 1948 to 
$895.4 million, a gain of 7 percent. Pressing and altera 
tions shops, says the Census, have slumped from 
$320 million to $278 million, a drop of 13 percent. 
Self-service laundries showed the biggest gain, 80 
percent, from $65.4 million to $117.7 million 

The figures given for numbers of plants are intet 
esting. The number of cleaning plants has climbed 
from 24,017 to 30,499, or 27 percent. The number of 
power laundries showed a 3 percent drop from 6,395 to 
6.206. Nearly one in five press shops folded during 
the five vears, the number dropping from 45,554 to 
16,834. Our self-service cousins multiplied 44 percent 
trom 8,523 to 12,280

There, folks have been 
educated by Zengeler’s and other 
outstanding quality plants to an 
exacting grade of drycleaning.

A moire is actually small 
shiny spots created by giving fib- 
ers the same light-reflecting angles 
at very regular intervals across the 
fabric. Since the surface of the 
Fabric-Safe plate is irregular—it 
can’t happen here!

Whether the division into small 
lots is made at the marking depart 
ment BEFORE washing, or in the 
damp assembly department 
AFTER washing, will depend en 
tirely upon the identification meth- 
od employed in each individual 
plant. For example— 


THE MARKING DEPARTMENT deter 

mines what bundles make up a lot 
when: A new temporary mark is 
assigned to the shirts of a bundle 
every time that bundle comes into 
the plant, and the marks of succes 
sive bundles run in consecutive 
numerical order. Marking may be 
by pen, machine, attached num 
bered tags, or by any other method 
of temporary full identification. 


THE DAMP ASSEMBLY DEPARTMENT 

determines the bundles of a lot if: 

1. All shirts carry a permanent full 
identification, or— 

2. All shirts, after washing by a 
pin-and-net (non- identified) 
system, are assigned temporary 
full identification in the damp 
assembly department. 

Either way, the marker or damp 
assembler, in making up a lot, se- 
lects bundles to total as closely as 
possible the number of shirts man- 
agement has decided forms an ideal 
finishing lot. For instance, assum 
ing a bundle average of five shirts 
and a 10-bundle lot, the average 
finishing lot will contain 50 shirts. 
Therefore, the person making up 
the lot would try to balance small 
oundles and big bundles to obtain 
a total of approximately 50 shirts 
from the 10 bundles. This is of con 
siderable assistance in scheduling 
workflow through the plant 

There are definite advantages to 
each method... 

Using temporary full identifica- 
tion, with numerical marks in s¢ 
quence (therefore making up the 


lot in the marking room), enables 
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the plant to use a code which in 
stantly identifies both lot number 
and bundle number, with the last 
two numbers identifying the bun 


dle. Thus a given 10-bundle lot 

might be Lot No, 24. All the shirts 

of Bundle No. 1 would be marked 

2401; the shirts of Bundle No. 2 

would be marked 2402; the shirts 

of Bundle No. 10 would be marked 

2410. By this method several bene 

fits are gained: 

1. It is easier to keep the bundles 
of a lot together; 

2. It is easier to return a straggle: 
piece (rewash, repair, etc.) to 
its lot; 

3. It is easier for the folder to do 
her sorting into her Bishop 10

route lot, the tickets are hung 
over the bins in numerical order 
from lowest number to highest 
The same Sorter-Transporter, 
being made ready for a store lot, 
might have its tickets set up in 
this order: Bi09, D099, F216, 
F323, K212, M478, P012, P323, 
$567 and W811—that is, in al 
phabetical then numerical order 


There are many possible varia 
tions of these systems, both as to 
identification method and number 
of bundles which make up a lot.

HATS OFF TO UTOPIA

ONE OF THE TOP income-producing plants in the country is 
Utopia Cleaners G Dyers, Inc., of Birmingham, Alabama. It is 
also one of the largest, with its main plant covering some 63,000 
feet of floor space.

There's a department for cleaning and glazing furs, one for 
household, another for cleaning and finishing leathers, and a 
dyeing department that services some 400 cleaners throughout 
the South. 

The bulk of Utopia’s business, however—about 91 percent— 
comes in from its 32 retail stores. This does not include the 
revenue from its five routes. 

The hat department occupies a small corner (about 25 by 30 
feet) of the plant. Until July of this year the customer could 
get his hat cleaned, blocked and finished. Since then Utopia 
has decided to expand its service still further to include hat 
making for the custom trade, using factory methods and equip- 
ment. Its hat department is the largest and most complete you'll 
find anywhere outside a hat manufacturer's plant, as the accom- 
panying photos will testify.

The discoloration at the pocket of 
this garment seems to be the resuit of 
bleeding of the dvestull from the blue 
varns in the fabric 

Although it is impossible for us to 
determine the exact source of this 
damage, we failed to find evidence 
that any spotting operation has been 
conducted in this area, when the gat 
ment was examined under ultraviolet 
light 

This shantung fabric has become 
notorious for the fact that it contains 
a heavy water-soluble sizing. As a re 
sult, when water contacts the fabric 
the sizing immediately goes mito solu 


tion and in turn causes a bleeding of 


the dyestufl. Evidently a wet solution 
of some kind has contacted the fabric 
in the affected area, causing a bleed 
ing of dyestuft 

It is unlikely that anything can be 
done to overcome the damage, be 
cause any attempts to remove this 
dyestuff would probably only lead to 
further bleeding

Possibly as the resin on the surface is 
creased and exposed to the force of a 
normal extraction a croc king off of the 
dye becomes more pronounced, In 
other words, as the resin coating is 
broken it has a tendency to cause 
some dye to break away from the 
yarn. 

This condition might be improved 
by treating the garment with an oil 
dip of one part white mineral oil and 
nine parts of solvent. In some cases 
the addition of either a dry sizing 
or one of the dry-side water repel 


lents will help 


Holes Due to Charring 


Could you tell us what caused the 
holes in this gray dress? —F.L.C., Georgia 


Tests conducted on the damaged 
areas of this garment show no evi 
dence of any chemical damage or in 
sect damage. Microscopic examination 
indicates that the holes are the result 
of burns 

It is impossible for us to determine 
exactly the source of such damage 
since there are many possible causes 
The garment might even have been 
charred in those areas prior to clean 
ing and the cleaning process itself may 
have been sufficient through its sol 
vent and mechanical action to remove 
the evidences of any charring

Frank Filling keeps good ideas 


on tap and puts them to work

Mr. Filling handles his advertising 
without the help of an agency and, 
judging from his sales figures, he’s do- 
ing verv well with it. Until 1951 the 
plant had done very little advertising, 
if any. Volume had shown a small but 
regular increase, a tribute to an ex- 
cellent reputation and high quality 
standards 


Advertising Gets Results 


In 1951 the firm started advertising 
in earnest. Regular weekly newspaper 
ids were run and free mothproofing 
was featured. The increase that year 
was nearly $10,000, almost as much as 
the combined increase tor the prevt- 
ous six vears. In 1952 Filling started 
Hsing promotional dey ices such as 
“Lancaster's First Sweater Club.” That 
vear volume shot up $20,000. Sales tor 
1954 will almost surely show an in 
crease of at least $12,000 

Mr. Filling feels that his mothproot 
promotion alone Was responsible tor 
$20,000 of the total gain. The serv 
ice was plugged in ads, on truck cards, 
and in the routemen’s sales talks. It 
was new in town, and the customers 
went for it 

The “Sweater Club” grew out of a 
promotion reported on by E. E 
Bishop of Bishop's Laundry, Dothan, 
Alabama, at the NID convention in 
Washington last February. Mr. Filling 
took Mr. Bishop's idea—to give a 
“School Daze” diary to every girl 
bringing in a sweater and skirt during 
a back-to-school promotion—and en 
larged upon it He started by run 
ning mysterious ads in the paper and

An inspection tag is made 
out for each garment. The piece is 
carefully inspected when it re- 
ceived and any special instructions or 
precautions are noted. If there is any 
possibility of shrinkage, the garment 
is measured and the dimensions are 


noted on the back of the card. 

The Gold Medal garments are us 
ually cleaned separately, often by Mr. 
Sedjian himself and always under his 
direct supervision. Then the spotter 
goes over the garment with a fine 
toothed comb and signs the card when 
he has finished. The seamstress notes 
on the card any minor repairs or but- 
ton replacements that she finds neces 
sary. The finishers who handle Gold 
Medal work are not on incentive like 
the rest of the finishers, but on an 
hourly rate. They, too, must sign the 
card, general inspection follows, 
with a final inspection by the boss.

the walk-in trade, this was not realized 
to any appreciable extent. 

What did surprise management, 
however, was the fact that following 
the expansion Reed's pickup-and- 
delivery business was increased by 
more than 15 percent. 

While Reed’s was primarily a route 
operation, the substantial hike—ap- 
proximately $300 more per week than 
for a comparable period the year be- 
fore—was welcome, however unex- 
pected. 

Today, Reed’s three routes each av- 
erages $350 per week and account for 
some 65 percent of the plant's total 
sales volume. The gain, Reed’s man- 
agement feels, must be attributed to 
the appearance of its new enlarged 
plant. Its clean, modern look gives 
added prestige to a business that has 
always based its success on the qual- 
ity of its work. 


Extra Benefits 


Enlarging the plant and reshuffling 
some of its equipment produced some 
other obvious benefits. For one thing, 
the extra 3,000 square feet of floor 
space meant the elimination of con 
gestion which had customers, route 
salesmen, counter girls and finishers 
bumping into each other and dodging 
around finished and unfinished work 
in a 23-by-62-foot room. 

The enlarged plant now provides 
a separate entrance and storage area 
for routemen, and a clean, attractive 
call office for the walk-in trade. The 
original area which used to house all 
these services has been turned into a 
finishing department exclusively. 

Under the old setup all the finishing 
equipment was set with its back to the 
wall around the perimeter of the room.
